Two ringing appeals for support of 
the proposed $2,000,000 bond issue to 
build a new city hall were sounded 


ae Wednesday by two prominent Atlan- 


tans, George H. Boynton, president 
of the Atlanta Improvement associa- 
tion, and Reuben R. Arnold, lawyer. 

Ratification by an overwhelming 
vote of the propased bond issue will 
be the key to developments aggregating 
upwards of $20,000,000 in the down- 
town section of Atlanta and other pro- 
gressive southern cities would snap 
up such a chance without a dissenting 
yote, in the opinion of Mr. Boynton. 

“What woull Miami people do if 
they had a chance to get such a de- 
velopment by just walking to the polls 
and vyoting’’ Mr. Boynton = asked. 
“What would Jacksonville or Los An- 
geles or nny progressive city do under 


such conditions? The answer is easy. 
They would run free automobiles to 
the polls and all those not registered 
to vote would make it a point to take 
some registered voter to the ballot 
box and see that he voted.” 

Mr. Boynton said there is no doubt 
that Atlanta has this same spirit of 
progress and he suggested that every 
citizen become a campaign committee 
of one to work for the bond issue, 
and to see that all the registered voters 
go to the polls. 

Big Vote Necessary. 

“Tt is vitally necessary to the suc- 
cess of the bond issue that a big vote 
be polled as the law requires that the 
number of people voting for the bond 
issue must equal a majority of the 
registered voters. This means that a 
big total of the registered voters must 
go to the polls or be carried to the 
polls and that is the one big thing to 
be done in the campaign now.” 

Mr. Boynton pointed out that the 
new city hall improvement also will 
provide labor and employment for any 
overflow of workmen who may .come 
to Atlanta and said it would be a 
wise thing for Atlanta to keep all her 
artisans of all kinds employed as they 
wil] remain here and be able to work 


|to come 


hand in hand with the 
ing of the proposed new city hall. 

“No one argument of any logical 
kind has been offered against the bond 
issue and virtually no opposition to 
the ratification of the bonds has been 
developed,” Mr. Boynton said. “This 
shows that a fine spirit of cooperation 
is existing in Atlanta now and we want 
to see that the bond issue goes over 
suceessfully so that we can preserve 
this splendid spirit.” 

Arnold Favors Issue. 

Another strong statement in favor 
of the bonds was made by Reuben R. 
Arnold, prominent lawyer. In a talk 
before the directors of the Atlanta 
Improvement association Mr. Arnold 
declared that the time has come for 
all citizens to work together as one 
man for Atlanta. 

“In the past I have opposed, in a 
measure, some bond issues,” he said. 
“But I believe we ought to build this 
new city hall and build it now. I 
believe we ought to build the two 
new viaducts and I also would favor 
a reasonable bond issue for schools. 
In fact if a motion were put here 
now that this body be committed to 
the support of a reasonable issue for 
schools I would vote for it.”

Kentucky. 

Parlors Closed. 


“Forty-two ‘near-beer’ parlors were 
closed by the police because they were 
liquor nuisances during the past year; 
but twenty-seven new ones have taken 
their places, oe 

Burlipgton was the one bright spot 
found. There, only “the small boot- 
legger is left and good quality liquor 
is difficult to obtain.” 

Complaint has been very general 
that the flooding of the federal courts 
with cases that they were never de- 
»signed to handle has all but paralyzed 
the federal judicial system and that 
officials who have hitherto success- 
fully resisted corrupting influences 
have betome demoralized under the 
present conditions. 

The situation in New York city is 
perhaps the worst in the country from 
the point of view of the administra- 
tion of the law. It is stated on the 
highest authority that complaints of 
violation of the Volstead act have been 
coming before the United States com- 
missioner from the police department 
alone at the rate of 15,000 a month. 
It became a physical impossibility to 
deal with these cases in the courts, 
|whose corridors abounded in “fixers” 
‘and. bribe-takers. Men were haled 
into court and cited to appear with- 
out any way of compelling them to: 
jappear, and without any assurance 
that their cases would be remembered 
if they did. It has even been known 
to happen that in order to avoid for- 
feiture of a bail bond the surety com- 
pany would put up a fake defendant 
to plead guilty and pay a fine at the 
surety company's expenses, when the 
real culprit had long since disappear- 
ed and was probably plying his trade 
elsewhere. This practice came to light 
when an irate judge departed trom 
precedent and exceeded the legal nenal- 
ty by sending the substitute defend- 
ant to jail, only to receive a querulous 
letter from him protesting that he had 
rep = ee to do with the case and thet | 

jail sentence was not in his bargain. 

The new United States district at- 
torney has been obliged to sweep out 
of his office all such minor cases in 
order to make any progress at ail 
with the business of enforcement. In 
order to get any of, the bigger offend- 
ers, it has been necessary to grant a 
virtual immunity to the small seale 
offenders; so that it may be truthfully 
isaid that there is no real enforcement 
of prohibition in New York city, so 
far as petty offenses are concerned. 
The situation is, of course. much more 
serious because New. York no longer 
has a state prohibition law, whici 
hampers enforcement throughout the 
commonwealth, 

Different Picture. 


This is the “seamy” side. It is not 
the only side. The cities of Indiana, 
for example, present a different pic- 
ture. There the federal court calen- 
dar is well up-to-date and the district 
attorney has no complaint to mak» 
although he has a very limited force.

One of Indiana's chief 
troubles at this moment is with al- 
cohol that has been coming from New 
York, Chicago and St. Louis are also 
sources of trouble.

To appraise the prohibition admin- 
istration, however, one must consider 
its suecesses and failures in the light 
of its problems.

| since national prohibition went into 
effect. The only statistical approach 
to the matter is by means of a study 
of production, imports and exports, in 
territory contiguous to the United 
States. Of this territory, Canada 
of course, the most important. The 
statistics of production of spirits in 
,Canada, 1910-24, disclose a consider- 
able fall in the year 1916, a recovery 
in 1917. a marked drop again in 1918, 
an increase in 1919, a slump again 
in 1920, with increases since 
_date—little net change for the 
riod, 

Canadian imports of spirits. on the 
other hand, show a substantial net 
.decrease over the period and a de- 
crease also with reference to 1920. 
Lixports of spirits reached nearly 2,- 
000.000 gallons in 1920, dropped to a 
‘quarter of a million in 1922, increasing 
ito half a million in 1923 and to a mil- 
jlion and a quarter in 1924. Proba- 
iw much of this liquor, and perhaps 
large quantities besides, of which there 
no customs record, entered the 
| United States. 
| Exports of malt liquors (ale, beer. 
4 sings ete.) showed no increase in 
11920 but very marked increase in 
1921. There was a recession in 1922 
‘but a trebling of the figures in "1923.

It appears now that the smuggling 
problem on the Canadian border has 
to do chiefly with malt liquors. The 
vicinities of Detroit and Buffalo seem 
to be the principal bases of operation. 

Figures of impvurts into the Ba- 
hamas and the Bermudas and other 
nearby territory also show consider- 
able rise jn recent years, while in 
Cuba liquor smuggling into the 
United States is asserted by govern- 


have reached the proportions, of an 
international scandal. There is also 
a problem on the Mexiean border. 


Diplomatic Problem. 


From the administratoin point of 
riew, the smuggling problem is chiefly 
a governmental and diplomatic one; 
that is to say, the government con- 
siders “rum row” a national disgrace 
and is therefore breaking it up, not 
so much because of its bearing upon 
the extent of the licuor traffic as be- 
cause of its effect upon international 
opinion “and the maintenance of na- 
tional honor. 

However, it is cousidered that a rel- 
atively small amount of the illicit 
liquor consumed in the United States 
is smuggled over its borders. A study 

recently published by the United 

States department cf commerce deals 
in a quite incidental way with smug- 
'gled liquors as follows: 

“The chief unreported item of im- 
ports is smuggled liquors. Estimates 
;of this vary widely. After a careful 
istudy of the recorded exports, imports, 
‘and consumption of liquors in neigh- 
boring countries it was estimated that 
the amount smuggled into the United 
States in 1923 was at least $30,000,- 
000. This estimate made no allow- 
ance for liquor illegally manufactured 
in neighboring countries and sold here, 
nor did it include the profits of the 
bottleggers. It is believed that the 
amount due to foreigners on_ this 
lamount in 1924 was somewhat great- 
jer, as the number of foreign ships 
‘lying off the coast was larger, and it 
|was not until late in the year that the 
| coast guard was able to picket them 
with much success. Consequently, the 
sum of $40,000,000 is entered on this 
jaccount. In the opinion of officials 
connected with the customs service 
this is a low estimate.” 

When it is remembered that the 
tax on liquors exported to the United 
States has been a very considerable 
item in the Canadian budget and that 
the smuggling of liquors from Great 
Britain into this county admittedly 
reached the proportions of a_ highly 
profitable industry, the estimate 
‘would seem to be conservative. It is 
of little value statistically, of course, 
both because of the secant data on 
which it rests and because money 
$ value is in this case so uncertain a 
basis of computation. But even if this 
estimate be considered very low, the 
total amount of smuggled liquor is not 
great enough it make it more than a 
minor phase of the enforcement prob- 
lem. Yet when it is remembered that 
this stock of contraband goods is 
‘turned loose upon a comparatively 
small section of the eountry and the 
itraffic is maintained by a prodigious 
conspiracy the demoralizing

Manufacture of Beer. 

It seems to be generally admitted 
‘that the home brew industry has 
i fail ed both as a national sport and as 
a commercial enterprise. The beer 
‘problem arises rather from the fact 
that makers of “‘near beers” are al- 
llowed to manufacture “high-powered” 
i; beer subject to the requirement that 
it he subsequently de-aleoholized and 
sold as a non-aleobolic beverage. 
iW hile the latest government reports 
‘disclose the existence of only four 
breweries, technically so called, there 
iwere jin 1924; 485. de- -aleoholizing 
plants, commonly called “breweries,” 
from some of *which real beer too 
readily finds its way to an illicit mar- 
‘ket. There is, however, no visible 
reason why the illicic removal of al- 
coholic beer from “breweries” cannot 
be effectually controlled. The beer 
problem would seem to be wholly 
soluble, although it has been one of 
the scandals of the prohibition regime. 

It is commonly asserted that prohi- 
bition has given a very great im- 
petus to the wine industry. Unfor- 
tunately, owing to the fact that the 
United States takes only a decennial 
census of grape production, there are 
no authentic figures for the industry 
since 1919. We are dependent upon 
crop estimates and report of car-lot 
shipments. 

It may be said with a great deal 
of assurance, however, that the state- 
tents with reference to the growth of 
an illicit wine industry have been 
distinctly 0 The grape industry is 


distinetly on the defensive and has 
for a considerable number of 
In California, which has pro- 
luced the largest part of the wine 
grapes used in this country, the plight 
of the industry is aggravated by the 
fact that much new acreage has been 
planted since 1920 on the assumption 
that the manufacture of wine was 
going to increase very materially. 
The grounds for this hope was the 
unexpected market for wine grapes 
which developed following the adop- 
tion of prohibition and the announce- 
ment ‘of a liberal policy on the part 
of the government with reference to 
the home menufacture of “non-intoxi- 
eating fruit juices.

This is a type of violation that is 
difficult to measure and to control. 
No one knows how much there is of 
it, but it is extremely prevalent in 
some sections. It is probably the 
most significant phase of the problem 
of enforcement, from the standpoint of 
It is well known 
the commodity market a 
scarcity brings into operation the 

“marginal” producers, those who, 
when the market is normally supplied, 
cannot operate at a profit. Thus in 
1920 the coal scarcity created a phe- 
nomenal | market, and farmers were 
“mining” on the ‘surface of their land 
with shovels and wagons, and “any- 
thing that was black sold as coal. " 

The situation is somewhat similar 
with reference to the illicit whisky 
@usiness. With the supply of good 
quality liquor becoming exhausted, 
there is an inc reasing effort to supply 
the market with ‘moonshine’’—the 
only limit being the eapacity and 
willingness of the consumer. A very 
considerable retail trade in distilling 
apparatus has been built up.. The sur- 
prising fact is that low grade and 
highly-injurious stuff finds such an 
extent and variety of patronage. 
There is reason to hope that the dan- 
gers connected with drinking ‘*‘moon- 
shine’ will tend more and more to 
confine the traffic to habitual drink- 
ers. This is an evil against which 
health edueation should make rapid 
headway. There is, however, an ob- 
vious danger that with increased ef- 
forts to stop smuggling and the di- 
version of alcohol, this illusive type 
of violation will increase. 

Control of the withdrawal of liq- 
uors on permit has in the past been 
attended by much é¢ifficulty, but with 
the placing of remaining stocks in 
coneentration warehouses the annual 
withdraws have been reduced to in- 
considerable quantities, as shown in 
the following table at the end of the 
fiscal years 1923-24:

. -. « The spirits could be concen- 
trated and sold at a price sufficiently 
high to repay the government. Such 
a policy would have a three-fold ad- 
vantage; it would save the spirits 
from “destruction, theft and other 
losses; it would make good the out- 
lay of the owner and relieve him 
from the temptation to divert the spir-

Husband's Liability 
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For Wife’s Funeral 


Expenses in Tangle! 


Judge M. Baum, of the city court 
of Quitman, erred in-.charging the 
jury that a “husband's liability for 
funeral expenses for his wife are only 
such as are reasonable and in ac- 
cordance with the husband's finaneial 
circumstances,” accordihg to a ruling 
passed down Wednesday by the Geor- 
gia court of appeals in the case Lovett 
vs. Allen. This sends the case back 
to the trial court. 

The suit grew out of advancement 
on May 17, 1919, of $500 to J. W. 
Allen, of Portland, Ore., by D. §&. 
Lovett, of Quitman. Allen's wife, who 
was a sister of Lovett, died on that 
date. She expressed the desire that 
her body be brought back to Georgia 
for burial. Allen wired Lovett, ac- 
eording to testimony at the trial, say- 
ing he did not have money to comply 
with his wife’s wishes but did not ask 
for any money. 

Lovett is alleged to have wired $500 
and the body was sent to Quitman. 
Lovett brought suit to recover the 
$500, which he claims Allen is legally 
bound to repay. Although the higher 
court admitted that the case hinges 
on whether there was an implied ob- 
ligation to repay, it leaves this ques- 
tion to the jury. 

The lower court found for Lovett 
but the case is sent back for a new 
trial under ruling of the higher 
tribunal.

The lime 
water is a good mouth wash and is 
sometimes useful to mix with milk for 
invalids, as it prevents exeessive cur- 
dling of the milk. As a means of 
supplying the elementelime or calcium 
as food, lime water is of little value: 
a pint of milk supplies more lime than 
a pint of lime water does. A table- 
spoon of lime water is a fair dose, 
sometimes grateful as an ant-acid for 
sour stomach and in some cases ef 
nausea and vomiting.

Geneva, September 16.—(4)—The 
absence of the United States, Mexico, 
Argentina and Equador restricts .the 
unity and confidence in the work of 
the league of nations, Senor Yanez, of 
Chile, declared in an address before 
the league assembly today. 

He said he _ presumed that the 
United States was not taking part 
because she preferred not to assume 
responsibility in Kuropean affairs and 
wanted no interference from Europe 
in American affairs. 

He voiced the fear that continua- 
tion of such a state of things would be 
undesirable because those countries not 
represented in the league retained an 
independence in international affairs 
which might endanger the interests of 
all. 

Senor Yanez then introduced his 
proposal for a world-wide press con- 
ference, which he made public last 
night. However, after consultation 
with the league secretariat he altered 
the text of his resolution somewhat 
to obviate the possible impression that 
the league was seeking to interfere 
with the press congress of the world, 
in which the Americans chiefly are 
interested, and which already is sched- 
uled for a session in 1926. 

As presented today under the title 
“Cooperation of the Press in the 
Work of Dtsarmament,” the resolu- 
tion calls attention to the important 
role played by the press in the attain- 
ment of moral disarmament. It in- 
vites the council of the league to con- 
sider the possibility of convening a 
committee of experts to decide upon 
the feasibility of cdénvoking a press

Shenandoah with its appalling loss of lives, 
despite the failure of the naval seaplane to com- 

plete its non-stop flight to Honolulu, with the final and 
dramatic rescue of the crew, “Americans are not going 
to give up the task of conquering the air,’ insists the 
Buffalo Evening Post, and this resolve finds endorse- 
ment in many editorial utterances throughout the country. 

“It is not the American way to give up in the face 
of defeat,’ declares the Savannah Vews, which is con- 
fident that the failure of the Pacific flight and the loss of 
the big airship will not prevent our Government from 
continuing its experiments with both heavier-than-air 
and lighter-than-air flying machines. [he men who 


fell to death with the Shenandoah, the Albany 
Evening News, reminds us, “‘believed in the future of 
aerial navigation, were willing to risk their lives in pio- 
neering, and would not have America say ‘stop.’ The

(P)—Belief that “Hardings dying 
wish for the entrance of the United 
States into the world court will be:

good-will memorial today. 

“The committee on foreign rela- 
tions of the United States senate, 
will, at the forthcoming session of 
congress, “report in favor of entrance 
into the world court under the plan 
proposed by President Harding, Nec- 
retary of State Hughes and President 
Coolidge. and the senate will, by a 
substantial and sufficient mapority, 
ratify this action,” Senator Willis 
said. 

The monument was erected by the 
Kiwanis International in Stanley Park

Senator 
Willis represented the United States

The design of the memorial is semi- 
cireular with an elevated center con- 
tainipg a bronze tablet with Harding's 
profile.in bas relief and an excerpt 
of his Canadian address.

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New York, . September 16.—The 
little flurry caused last week by the 
irise very suddenly in call money, and 
‘that at a time when funds are sup- 
posed to be very much in demand, 
caused some uneasiness about money 
conditions in the fall season, 

This led me to inquire among metro- 
politan financiers about the outlook 
for money supplies and rates, 

First of all, while the season is 
one which was once characterized by 
heavy demands for money from the in- 
terior, this is no longer so. Hence 
this force was not at work, though 
many people still count on it just as 
if it were. Secondly, the flurrv last 
week was in call money and this is 
frequently, if not most of the time, 
regulated by conditions which have no 
relation whatever to actual credit con- 
ditions as they affect general busi- 
ness, 

However, there is the opinion of 
leading banks in this city, whose views 
may be said to be fairly definitive on 
matters of tax credit. 

The National City bank {fnsists 
that a state of perfect monetary ease 
éxists over the entire country. The 
reason for this, according to the econ- 
omists of the bank, is the extensive 
liqhidation of paper in every section. 
Much of this paper has been what is 
called “slow’’ and awaited favorable 
conditions to be paid. This means 
that the country as a whole has been 
catching up on its debts with a re- 
sulting ease in money. 

The Guaranty Trust company finds 


with a corresponding tendency toward 
firmer money rates. This it takes 
as an evidence of increased business 
activity. 

The Irving-Columbia believes that 
money rates will be low. It thinks 
that this is assured by the cut in the 
English bank rate, which this coun- 
try usually parallels. Moreover it sees 
our gold exports now practically at 
an end, thus ensuring a continuance 
of our already heavy gold reserve. 

The National Bank of Commerce 
sees no immediate change in the money 
rate as autumn approaches beyond 
the ordinary. seasonal rise, which will, 
if it comes at all, be extremely mod- 
erate. Rates have been constant since 
the middle of July and there are no 
signs visible to alter them. 

The Federal Reserve board. of 
course, refused to express any opinion 
about the future. But it did assert 
that the demand for money has grown 
and that there was a tendency toward 
firmer rates. 

A leading Boston banker, ,here for a 
day, commenting on the increased de- 
mand, declared that while this was 
true, supplies were so large that 
there was ample credit and no reason 
to look for an important change in 
rates. He disagreed with the Irving- 
Columbia bank that the British cut 
in its bank rate had any market in- 
fluence here. 

There is again growing up here a 
serious discussion of the part the 
Federal Reserve ought to play in this 
matter of money rates, a belief among 
many bankers that some action ought 
to be taken to advance rates, that the 
i\low rates now prevailing were inviting 
|laxity in eredit and danger to busi- 
‘ness, It is said here, though I can- 
not vouch for the fact, that Secretary 
Mellon believes that rates should re- 
main low and that there should te 
no tinkering with them. This may be 
due to some arrangement with Great 
Lritain by which American financial 
condition are to be shaped for a time 
in order to assist England's efforts 
,to reconstruct her financial policy and 
imaintain her recently readopted geld 
‘standard. 

At all events, the sum of it all seems 
ito be that there is no money strin- 
‘gency ahead and that there are no

U.S. First Gold 
Cargo Since 1917 


New York, September 16.—(4)— 
The first step in the return of Japan 
to an actual gold standard will be 
taken next week when a shipment of 
4,000,000 yen in gold will be con- 
signed from the Bank of Japan to 
the Federal Reserve bank of New 
York, Tt was learned in authorita- 
tive financial quarters today. 

This will be the first gold to leave 
Japan since 1917, when the Japanese 
government proclaimed an embargo on 
gold shipments. Other shipments to 
the United States are expected to fol- 
low and will provide funds here to 
strengthen Japan exchange, prepara- 
tory to the definite reestablishment of 
a free gold market in Japan.

UVING OF MILLS 
SENDS WHEAT UP 


Chicago, September 16.—()— 
Wheat scored gains today largely as 
a result of buying on the part of 
speculators who had been on the sell- 
ins side of the market and who were 
in a position to collect profits. The 
upturn of values also was due more 
or less to reports that mills were 
heavy buyers of wheat at Minneapolis. 
Chicago closing quotations on wheat 
were firm, 1-4c to 3-4c net. higher, 
December 1.50 7-8 to 1451 and May 
1.53 7-8 to 1.54, with corn unchanged 
to 5-Se lower, oats unchanged to 1-Sc 
off and provisions 10@:2c to 2ic 
lower. 

In connection with reports that 
wheat purchasing for millers showed 
unusual energy, the fact was empha- 


sized that premiums on cash wheat at 
Minneapolis were lc to 3c a bushel 
higher and had gained 2c to five cents 
since Saturday. Furthermore, a de- 
crease of arrivals of wheat at domes- 
tic primary centers was apparent both 
as compared with last week and a 
year ago. It was noticed, too, that 
the wheat market here displayed 
throughout many fluctuations today 
an exceptional resistance to selling 
pressure, despite generally bearish 
news from Europe, inclucing unlook- 
for weakness of the Liverpool market 
together with an estimate that the 
French wheat crop is 46,000,000 
bushels larger than last year’s total. 

Top prices for the day in _ the 
wheat market were reached just be- 
fore the finish and after word came 
telling of snow in Alberta province, 
Canada. likely to delay threshing. On 
the final upward rush of quotations, 
offerings were scarce and the close 
was within 1-4¢ of the day’s highest 
level. 

Corn and oats was eased by reports 
that the bulk of the corn crop is safe 
from frost. On the other hand, wet 
weather is retarding the curing of 
corn in the fields. 

Packers’ selling of lard made the 
provision market weak.
